Peter Salmen Jr. was so certain of victory in 
the Garden State Stakes that he sent the 
traditional case of champagne to the press box 
an hour before the race. Crimson King Farm’s 
Crimson Satan supported this expression of 
confidence with a solid 2 1/2-length win over 
Donut King and Obey.

Campen. Least surprised patron of the 
Turf at Garden State Park last Saturday 
was Peter Salmen Jr.. of the family which 
owns Crimson King Farm and Crimson 
Satan. 

All week young Pete had said that his 
Spy Song colt would win the Garden 
State Stakes. Not “I think we’ve got a 
good chance” or “We'll be in there try- 
ing.” “We're going to win,” he said. 

The Garden State was the seventh race 
on the program. After the fifth race. 
Salmen sent a case of champagne to the 
press box to celebrate a victory that had 
not yet been gained. 

Crimson Satan got him off the hook. 
however. with a 21,-length 
score over Verne Winchell Donut 
King and Mrs. Herbert Herff’s Obey. 

To many observers, the West Coast chal- 
lenger did not look as sharp as in the 
Champagne Stakes and in his final tune- 
up at Garden State Park. The way 
Salmen saw it, however. the 2 colts had 
run to their form. 

“We ran our race, and he ran_ his.” 
Salmen said. “We ran back to our race in 
the trial, and Donut King ran back to his. 
We ran the trial in 1:4414. and the Garden 
State in 1:4445. Donut King won his 
division of the trial in 1:4444. and he 
ran the Garden State in

1:4445. It’s 


like Mr. Winchell said: “We just got beat 
by a better horse. Mr. Winchell’s a good 
sport.” 

Salmen’s confidence apparently had 
seeped through to the bettors. Although 
Crimson Satan had run fourth to Donut 
King, Jaipur. and Sir Gaylord in the 
Champagne. the players made him the 
favorite at 1.3 to 1, and Donut King was 
second choice at 1.7 to 1. From there 
the odds jumped to 8.2 to 1 on the entry 
of Obey. which had earned a small fortune 
running second and third in stakes. and 
Pinsetter. which had placed in each of 
his 6 previous races. 

The pace was cut out by Mrs. Adele L. 
Rand’s Green Ticket. He opened 215 
lengths in the finst quarter-mile and stayed 
in front to the top of the stretch. Crimson 
Satan. last of 11 runners entering the 
backstretch. began picking up horses at 
the half-mile-pele. and at the top of the 
stretch he went to the front. His margin 
at the eighth-pole was 3 lengths. 

Donut King. though he cut the winner's 
advantage to 21% lengths. had not run 
with the verve that had characterized his 
recent performances. and after the race 
it was speculated that he had been troubled 
by a broken blood vessel under the right 
knee. Trainer Ron McAnally said it had 
been discovered after the Trial of the

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previous Saturday, but it had not seemed 
to be troublesome in workouts during the 
week. “I decided to blow him out on 
Thursday, so if anything more developed 
we would have time to work on it Friday,” 
McAnally said. “He was feeling so good 
Saturday morning I galloped him once 
around, but looking back, that may have 
been a mistake.” 

Donut King finished a nose in front of 
Obey. which beat In Force by 8 lengths. 
It was a half-length farther back to Green 
Ticket. which had hung on well until the 
eighth-pole. 

In order behind the first 5 were Pin. 
setter. Najin. Decidedly, Stinson Beach, 
Point Park. and Su Ka Wa. Only De. 
cidedly was a supplementary entry. The 
$125.000-added race grossed $301.365. 
and was the richest of 9 renewals. 

The first 3 horses were 1960 sales year- 
lings. Crimson Satan went through the 
Keeneland summer sales, and was bought 
in for his breeder at $13.700; Donut King. 
bred by F. €. and C. H. Bishop. was 
sold to Verne Winchell Jr. for $16,000 at 
the Del Mar sales; and Obey. bred by 
Leslie Combs Il and John W. Hanes, was 
sold to Mrs. Herbert Herff for $52,000 at 
the Keeneland summer auctions. (Crim- 
son Satan now has earned $229,715. 
Donut King $249,197, and Obey $123.765.) 

“My father (Detroit machinery manv- 
facturer Peter Salmen) said to let him go 
if he brought as much as $12,000,” said 
young Salmen. “I thought he would sell 
for $15.000. and I probably would have 
let him go for something above that- 
about $20,000, I guess.” 

Crimson Satan won his second start. a 
4-furlong race for maidens at Keeneland. 
and in his next appearance he bucked 
his shins while winning the Lafayette 
Stakes. Trainer Gordon Potter tried a 
light blister, and then a “freeze,” but the 
shins bucked again when Crimson Satan 
finished unplaced to Ridan in the Hyde 
Park Stakes. The colt was given a rest of 
nearly 3 months. until mid-September. and 
on October 7 he won the Hawthorne 
Juvenile Stakes. A week later he was 
at Aqueduct. finishing a good fourth to 
Donut King in the Champagne. and on 
October 28 he won a division of the 1,/- 
mile Garden State Trial. 

The colt was shipped to Pimlico on 
Tuesday. November 7, for an engagement 
in the Pimlico Futurity, after which he 
probably will be sent to Florida. Salmen 
is talking of the Flamingo Stakes and 
Florida Derby. and doubtless he’s think- 
ing of the Kentucky Derby. 

Donut King was sent home to California. 
where his principal objective will be the 
Santa Anita Derby. 

The absence of Ridan, Sir Gaylord. 
Jaipur, and Cyane left the significance 
of the Garden State Stakes in doubt. 
except that the result established Crimson 
Satan as No. 1 among the 2-year-old 
colts still in action. W. S$. 
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Favored Crimson Satan won the Garden State Stakes by 2'. lengths. Donut King (inside) beat Obey by a nose for second. 


U. S. Speed Plus South American Stamina 


Five of the first 6 winners of the Gar- 
den State Stakes were sons of stalkions 
bred in Europe. The exception was the 
1956 winner Barbizon, which happened 
to be the only Garden State winner out 
of a very successful race mare (Good 
Blood). The seventh running of the big 
2-vear-old race. in 1959, went to Warfare. 
by Determine. one of the best sons of 
* Alibhai. 


The winners of the last 2 renewals, 
Carry Back and Crimson Satan. both 
trace. through Peter Pan, Commando. 
Domino. and Himyar. to *Eclipse. This 
male line has come to be known. pri- 
marily as a line of sprinters. largely be- 
cause of the rather sharply defined dis- 
tance limitations of the Ultimus-High 
Time branch. Saggy. the sire of Carry 
Back. and Spy Song. sire of Crimson 
Satan. came to be known as_ sprinters 
and sires of sprinters. but Carry Back 
has proved himself the best 3-year-old in 
the country, at least at distances up to a 
mile and a quarter, and Crimson Satan 
comes from behind and does his stretch 
running in a manner which makes him 
unique among the numerous good run- 
ners by Spy Song. 

Old-timers used to state the hypothesis 
that Ultimus and his son High Time got 
sprinters because of their inbreeding to 
Domino. and that the inbreeding itself. 
rather than the individual on which _ it 
was based. was mainly responsible for 
the lack of distance capacity. There will 
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be some horsemen who would apply the 
same hypothesis to Spy Song. because 
both of his grandsires were sons of Peter 
Pan. though Peter Pan won the Belmont 
Stakes in 1907. when the classic was run 
at 18, miles. Peter Pan’s sire. Commando, 
won the 1901 Belmont Stakes. and the 
unbeaten Colin. best of Commando’s 
sons, took the 1908 running. 

The notion that inbreeding itself. even 
to a stayer, and even in the mild degree 
usually seen in Thoroughbred pedigrees. 
can rob a horse of stamina is difficult to 
disprove. except with examples from 
countries where stamina has more value. 
and twice as difficult to accept as a prin- 
ciple of breeding. 

Crimson Satan, in any case. apparently 
owes to his dam the stretch-running qual- 
ity which distinguishes him from most 
of the other high-class sons and daughters 
of Spy Song. *Papila did her first racing

Like her immediate ances- 
tors. she was bred in Argentina, where 
the best stayers are recognized as_ the 
best horses selection of breeding 
stock is based primarily on indications of 
stamina. 

Requiebro, sire of *Papila, won the 
2.500-meter Gran Premio Nacional. Ar- 
gentina’s Derby equivalent. at a slightly 
longer distance than the prototype at 
Epsom. Papanatas, sire of *Papila’s dam. 
got his most important victory in the 
1.500-meter Premio Montevideo, but the 
best of his offspring was the excellent 
stayer Palospavos, winner of the Gran 
Premios Carlos Pellegrini and Jose Pedro 
Ramirez. 

The dam and granddam of *Papila were 
both unraced, and neither produced a 
runner with more distinction than *Pa- 
pila herself. The next dam, Eglantine II. 
was a winner. but had produced not even 
a winner in Argentina before she was sent 
to England in 1922. There in 1923 she 
dropped the Tracery filly Foliation. 
which became one. of the best of her age 
and sex. Aside from *Papila and her 
offspring and Foliation and her descend- 
ants. the family has been without distine- 
tion for at least 5 generations. But there 
were residual forces of stamina which, 
combined luckily with Spy Song’s speed. 
led to Crimson Satan’s victory at Garden

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NEW YORK 
The Best Turf Runner? 


New York. The United States is to be 
represented in the International at Laurel 
Race Course by the best race horse in 
North America and by another excellent 
runner. But the best grass course special- 
ist in the country may have been over- 
looked. That would be Wise Ship, win- 
ner of the 154-mile Lexington Handicap 
at Aqueduct on November 4. 

Wise Ship had finished’ third. beaten 
less than a length. when T. V. Lark estab- 
lished a new American record for 15, 
miles on a turf course in the Knicker- 
bocker Handicap on October 25, and the 
winner then was invited to run in the 
114-mile special at Laurel. Wise Ship’s 
74-year-old trainer, Jake Byer. did not 
attempt to conceal his disappointment. 

“I feel we have the better horse.” he 
said. “If T. V. Lark could meet us once 
more, I don’t think he could beat us. In 
the Knickerbocker, everybody made a run 
at my horse. Of course, he likes to be 
challenged, and he likes company—but 
they kept eoming at him.” 

In the Lexington Handicap. Wise Ship 
was rated in front by Heliodoro Gustines. 
and he won by a neck from Our Jeep. 
with Art Market in third place. Harmon- 
izing fourth, and the favored *Wolfram 
fifth under 126 pounds. Gustines had 
skimmed close to the hedges. Wise Ship 
led all the way, except for a few strides 
when the 3-year-old Art Market charged 
to the front about a quarter-mile from 
the finish. The challenge was put down 
at once. 

*Wolfram, which established himself

as the best grass runner in the country 
by winning 4 successive stakes in the 
spring. has continued to carry top weight. 
despite the fact that his summer and fall 
races were not on a par with his spring 
form. In 5 encounters. he has beaten 
Wise Ship only once—in the Sheepshead 
Bay Handicap at Aqueduct on July 8. 
Wise Ship had *Wolfram behind him 
when he won the Man o’ War Handicap. 
finished second in the Kelly-Olympic 
Handicap. and won the New York Handi- 
cap. 

The home-bred Wise Ship has won 6 
of his 15 races this year. placed second 
4 times and third once. earning $170.235. 
Last year this front-running fool won 
only one race and earned $9,319. 

Wise Ship will not have another chance 
at T. V. Lark in 1961. He leaves shortly 
for owner Milton Ritzenberg’s farm at 
Berryville. Va... and will return to the 
races in the spring. The trainer also plans 
a vacation for himself. Byer expects to 
resume work when Bowie opens in Febru- 
ary. 


A Late 2-Year-Old Threat 


Another possible contender in the upper 
ranks of the 2-year-old division loomed 
up November 6 when Cain Hoy Stable’s 
Dead Ahead. at 1 to 2. made his second 
start and got his second victory. in a 7- 
furlong race run in 1:2415 on a_ good 
track at Aqueduct. Bill Shoemaker. sub- 
stituting for the suspended Manuel Yeaza. 
tapped the colt with his whip at the 
eighth-pole and went on to win by 214 
lengths, 

Dead Ahead is by *Turn-to out of the 
good runner Siama. already distinguished 
as the dam of Bald Eagle and One-Eyed 


King. He may challenge the Garden State 
Stakes winner Crimson Satan in the Pip. 
lico Futurity. or may run in the Remsen 
Stakes. 

First start for Dead Ahead was at Aque. 
duct on October 30. when he ran 6 fur. 
longs in 1:1045 to defeat a field of maid. 
ens. His debut on the track was delayed 
by an illness at Saratoga in August. “He 
was just upset.” said owner Harry F, 
Guggenheim. “We couldn't diagnose his 
ailment.” 

Trainer W. C. Stephens, like the owner, 
was cautious in evaluating the colt’s po- 
tential merit. but it was obvious that 
Dead Ahead had more than an ordinary 
amount of promise. Stephens did_ not 
begin breezing him until near the end 
of the Saratoga meeting. Dead Ahead 
has yet to be tested against top-class 
competition, of course, and he will need 
seasoning before a judgment of his abil: 
ity can be made. 

Dead Ahead will go into winter quar- 
ters after closing out his brief campaign 
this month. No attempt will be made to 
race him in Florida. 

“What we're trying to do.” said Cap.- 
tain Guggenheim. “is to make a_ good 
3-year-old of him.”

The committee is headed by chairman 
David W. Peck. former presiding justice

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of the appellate division and a member 
of the permanent International Court of 
Arbitration. The other members are 
Emanuel Stein. professor of economics at 
New York University. and Joseph S.

Accompanying the committee on_ its 
rounds of both race tracks was an en- 
tourage of track officials, lawyers. train- 
ers. and the Teamsters’ John T. Burke. 
with 3 unemployed racetrackers. 

The expedition started promptly at 
5:30 a. m. in the Aqueduct cafeteria and 
ended about 11:30 a. m. in the Belmont 
Park cafeteria. It was a coffee-to-coffee 
parlay. 

The committee interviewed trainers. 
grooms. hot-walkers, and exercise boys 
in an effort to ascertain whether condi- 
tions on the backstretch are as foul as 
the union says. Dormitories. stables. a 
track dispensary, and even race 
horses were closely scrutinized. 

The 3 unemployed men who accom- 
panied the committee were Joe M. Abre- 
go. a groom, hot-walker. and former 
jockey agent; Joe Pilipow. a groom for 
Jim Fitzsimmons for 14 months; and Don 
Rowell, an exercise boy for Harold Good- 
win and Hirsch Jacobs. All claimed they 
were “blackballed” by employers and the 
New York Racing Association and have 
been unable to obtain employment with 
other stables at the track. 

Most of the grooms interviewed said 
they worked a split schedule. with every 
other afternoon off unless they had a 
horse running. Some got every other Sun- 
day off. Heurs were from 6-10:30 a. m. 
and from 3:30-5:15 p. m. Most stables 
paid on the basis of 40 hours. and some 
provided vacations with pay. 

Trainer Johnny Nerud told the com- 
mittee that he had “a good outfit. and 
boys have been with me 2 and 3 years.” 
He also stated that Rowell was employed 
by him for 314 months and that he had 
fired him for “incompetence.” 

Trainer Ed Neloy opened his shed to 
the committee and explained his work 
schedule and pay scale. which varied 
from $67.80 to $82.20. with grooms guar- 
anteed 51 hours one week and 59 the 
next. 

An exercise boy for trainer Buddy 
Jacobson said he works 3 hours a day for 
$70 a week. 7 days a week. “I don’t mind 


working 7 days a week.” he told Stein. 
Will Jones. a groom for trainer Nick 


Combest. said he worked a 7-day week 
prior to the recent Saratoga meeting and 
now works a 6-day schedule. 

The employees and payroll records of 
trainer Walter Kelley were checked 
closely by the committee. It was noted 
that employees did not sign in and that 
an employee was credited for the same 
time every day. whether he reported late 
or early. 
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Trainer P. G. Johnson said that he 
guaranteed his employees a bonus of $25 
a month. He paid grooms $300 a month. 
“If horses in their care win more.” John- 
son said. “they get more. My horses aver- 
age running about once a week.” 


Stein then stated that backstretch labor 
was one of the most marginal groups of 
the employed population. “But it’s kind of 
heartwarming.” he said. “that we 
take the time out to investigate.”

At the Fitzsimmons stable. John Fitz- 
simmons. son of the trainer. said of Pili- 
pow: “We released Pilipow because we 
lost so many horses. As for no days off. 
our men work 7 days. but they have 
every other afternoon off, except when a 
horse runs. We have 9 men employed by 
us who never missed a payday in 20 
years.” 

Dormitories were fairly clean and _liv- 
able. Some were decorated by the occu- 


Butazolidin 


The Florida State Racing Commission 
last month informed horsemen. veteri- 
narians. and others that it proposed to 
hold an open hearing before ruling 
whether the use of Butazolidin would be 
permitted during the approaching racing 
season in Florida. There was no hearing. 
and on November 2 the commission an- 
nounced its decision: no Butazolidin. 

Chairman Robert M. Morgan said the 
hearing was canceled “because it would 
not have accomplished anything.” The 
commission was going to ban the drug. 
regardless of the argument and evidence 
that might have been presented. 

“We read all the expert testimony.” 

said Morgan. “and came to the conclu- 
sion that everybody was confused. 
On that basis we agreed that having 
everybody come to Miami for an open 
meeting would only confuse the 
further. We know that horsemen 
won't like it. but we acted in good con- 
science and hope we are right. If the 
| National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners | changes its ideas on Buta- 
zolidin. we'll change ours. too” 

The horsemen didn’t like it. Harold O. 
Simmons. executive secretary treas- 
urer of the Florida division of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion. was twice provoked. by the ban 
and by the unannounced 
departure from its promise of an open

hearing. 

“They've tried to put this ban on twice 
before. and the horsemen made them back 
down.” Simmons said. “Just yesterday | 
was at the commission office. and they 
told me the meeting was all set for No- 


pants. and some had the walls adorned 
with calendar art. In others, shelves were 
lined with cheap books. 

Burke said that Thoroughbred and trot 
racing contributed $100 million in taxes to 
the state and that 2 or 3 per cent of it 
should be spread around the backstretch.

The next and 


last story will describe the construction of q 


conventional, all-purpose wooden barn, 


Building a Training Barn 


There are a number of privately 
owned training tracks near Lex- 
ington, and on many other farms 
in the vicinity yearlings are brok- 
en and horses are legged up on 
turf courses. Operations that jus- 
tify the construction and mainte- 
nance of formal tracks usually 
have special training barns, and 
most frequently they are of the 
“island type” of construction—a 
double row of back-to-back stalls 
and an overhanging roof that 
makes a covered walkway or shed 
row. 

Although barns of this type are 
basically the same, they vary wide- 
ly in dimension and use of mate- 
rial. Many who have built training 
barns are satisfied with them, but 


others have modified or altered the 
barns after they were built. 

Few men have supervised the 
construction of as many as a half 
a dozen training barns, but at 
Keeneland race course there are 30 
training barns, and W. T. Bishop, 
general manager since 1935, has 
had a hand in building all of them. 

“The first 7 barns,” Bishop said, 
“were built by contract in 1935. 
The poured concrete foundations 
cost $1,050 each, and the barns, 
which were made of wood and had 
asphalt shingle roofs, were built 
for a total cost of $35,000, exclud- 
ing the cost of the water lines and 
the clay which was used to fill the 
stalls and the hallways.” In the fall 
ot 1935 pier foundations were 


poured for 6 more barns. Some of 
the construction work on them was 
done by subcontractors, but much 
of it was done under Bishop’s sup- 
ervision and much of the lumber 
came from the barns at the old 
Kentucky Association track in Lex- 
ington. 

The original 13 barns at Keene- 
land were completed and occupied 
for the association’s first meeting 
in the fall of 1936. In 1937, 2 more 
barns were built, and in 1938-39 
the last 3 were built until 1947, 
when 4 more were constructed. All 
of these barns had approximately 
the same dimensions, and all of 
them were made of wood. 

Four barns were built in 1954 
and 4 others in 1957. These 8 were

built of concrete blocks, the lofts 
were floored with poured concrete, 
and the roofs were covered with 
corrugated sheets of aluminum. 
The use of blocks in standard sizes 
resulted in minor changes in di- 
mensions. 

The older wooden barns all have 
been remodeled since the war. 
Their asphalt shingle roofs, with 
one exception, have been replaced 
with the type of corrugated alum- 
inum used on the newer barns, the 
tack rooms at the ends of the barns 
have been completely rebuilt with 
concrete blocks and floored with 
poured concrete slabs, and the 40- 
inch outer walls in front of the 
stalls and walkways have been re- 
built with concrete blocks. 

The typical Keeneland barn is 
252 feet long and 44 feet-8 inches 
wide. A 12-foot hallway crosses the 
center of the barn, and on each 
side of this hallway, there is a block 
of 16 stalls, 8 back-to-back, with 
a common rear wall. The covered 
walkway is 10 feet 4 inches wide 
on the sides, 12 feet wide at the 
ends. At each end of the barn are 
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Cross section of one end of a Keeneland barn 


4 tack rooms approximately 10 feet 
wide and 12 feet long. 

The foundations and footings 
ere poured concrete reinforced 
with iron rods. “All foundations 
are at least 2 feet deep,” Bishop 
said, ‘“‘fand where they extend 
across fills they are deeper than 
that, because the foundation ex- 
tends downward through the fill 
to the natural level of the ground 
and then goes down 2 more feet.” 

The foundation for the outer 
wall of the barn is 8 inches wide 
to accommodate the 8x8x16-inch 
concrete blocks. 

There are 593!; running feet in 
the foundation, and at a uniform 
depth of 2 feet to the bottom 
of the footing it would require 
35.4 cubic yards of concrete. With- 
in a 3-mile radius of Lexington, de- 
livered ready-mixed concrete costs 
$15.20 per cubic yard, and there is 
an additional charge of 25 cents 
per cubic yard for each mile beyond 
the 3-mile limit. Two bars of iron, 
weighing approximately 2 pounds 
to the running foot, were used for 
reinforcement. These bars present- 
ly cost 16 cents per pound. 


The foundation for the inside 
walls of the tack rooms required 
about 13 additional cubic yards of 
concrete. This foundation is 4 inch- 
es wide and 2 feet deep. (Profes- 
sional advice indicates that a 4- 
inch foundation wall is somewhat 
unusual. A simpler and less ex- 
pensive solution is to double the 
depth of the slab under the inner 
walls and reinforce with 2 bars 
of iron.) The tack room floors 
ere poured slabs, 4 inches thick. 
The foundation under the outer 
walls of all stalls is 8 inches wide 
and 2 feet deep, requiring 24 
cubic yards of concrete and 960 
running feet of reinforcing iron. 
The foundation under the inner 
walls of the stalls is of the same 
depth but half as wide, requiring 
8'5 cubic yards of concrete and 
one bar of reinforcing iron where 
it was needed because of fills. 


The outside walls at the ends of 
the barn are 8 feet high, requiring 
approximately 1,622 8x8x16 blocks. 
Blocks of this standard size cost 
from 16 to 18 cents in the Lexing- 
ton area, and the labor cost for lay- 
ing them generally doubles _ this 
figure. About $4 worth of mortar 
is required for each 100 blocks. 


Each end wall has 4 _ metal- 
framed windows, 30 inches wide 
and 24 inches high, spaced so that 
each tack room has one. For the 
front and inside walls of the tack 
rooms Keeneland used 4x8x16-inch 
blocks. Each room has a 7-by-3-foot 
metal door. Approximately 1,140 of 
the 4x8x16 blocks were used in the 
2 end sections of the barn. These 
blocks cost 11 to 12'4% cents each, 
and the cost for laying is the same 
as for the wider blocks. The ceil- 
ings of the tack rooms are seale‘ 
with Celotex as an insulating ma- 
terial. 

The 6 entrances—3 on each side 
—are 12 feet wide. A front wall, 
40 inches high, was built of 4 
courses of 8x8x16 blocks, totaling 
1,108, and one course of 238 cap 
blocks, 8x8x16. At 12-foot intervals 
in the top course of these walls are 
solid blocks of concrete (8x8x16) 
poured around 32 6-inch pipes. The

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The Keeneland barns are nearly fire-proof, and the upkeep costs are low. 


32 metal posts, 54 inches high, are 
joined to the plate which supports 
the side rafters of the roof. The 
12-foot entrances near the ends of 
the barn have sliding wooden doors 
that are 40 inches high and are 
suspended from hangers which 
ride in tracks fixed to the roof 
plate. The 2 openings into the cen- 
tral hallway each have hinged 
wooden doors 40 inches high and 6 
feet wide. 


Each of the 2 16-stall units is 95 
feet long and 24 feet wide. All 
stalls are 11 feet-6 inches square 
on the inside, with the exception of 
the 4 corner stalls in each block. 
Had their outer walls been con- 
tinued to form a 90 degree angle, 
these end stalls would have been 
square too, but to lessen the possi- 
bility of injury to horses walking 
or exercising in the walkways, the 
corners were beveled, reducing the 
size of these stalls to 9 feet 6 
inches in length. 

The walls of the stalls are 8 feet 
8 inches high. Approximately 3,450 
8x8x16 blocks were used for the 
outer walls. The inner walls also 
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were built of 4x8x16 blocks, and 
4,875 of them were used. 

Most of the concrete block stalls 
at Keeneland are lined with one- 
inch tongue-and-groove pine, ex- 
tending 4 feet up from the level of 
the floors. The wood, stapled di- 
rectly to the walls with a ramset 
gun, presents a smooth surface to 
the horses. 

Bishop said, “I don’t know 
whether that wood will keep a 
horse from capping his hocks or 
not, but it makes some of the own- 
ers feel better.” 

Two-inch boards, 8 inches wide, 
are bolted into corners to accom- 
modate the various sizes of feed 
tubs and hay racks which are in- 
stalled by the owners. Between the 
stalls and located center in the side 
walls, 54 inches off the floors, 
there are 8x16-inch metal grills. 
These openings are covered with 
pieces of plywood which can be re- 
moved by trainers if they want 
their horses to see each other. 

Directly above these grills and at 
the top of the walls there are other 
openings, in which are installed 


sealed metal-and-glass light fix. 
tures. “These fixtures,” Bishop 
said, “are the safest we could find, 
and they can only be opened with 
a key, which is retained by the 
maintenance department. If a bulb 
burns out, we replace it—no one 
else.” 

The stalls in the newer barns at 
Keeneland have metal dutch doors, 
bought from Republic Steel Corp. 


“They cost Keeneland in excess 
of $80 each,” Bishop said, “And 
we could only get them at that price 
because we bought in quantity, 
Probably they’d cost an individual! 
more than $100 each if he boughi 
a lesser number.” 

The 4x8 metal door frames were 
braced into position and the walls 
built around them, securing them. 
Several of the newer barns are 
provided with 6-foot-high expand- 
ed metal screens, and all stalls have 
poured concrete door sills 3 inches 
thick. 

In line with Keeneland’s pro- 
gram of constructing fire proof 
barns with low maintenance costs, 
it was decided to build the loft 
floors out of concrete. Running the 
length of the stall blocks, 4-by-6- 
inch wide flange metal beams, were 
spaced 3 feet apart, and on top of 
these were placed sheets of 24- 
gauge heavy duty Corruform, serv- 
ing the purpose of forms. (It is 
the opinion of a Lexington archi- 
tect that the inner stall walls which 
support the metal beams and the 
loft should be constructed ot 
8x8x16 blocks, built on an 8-inch 
foundation. ) 

“These openings,” Bishop said, 
“were left, because at some future 
time we thought that it might be 
desirable to install an exhaust sys- 
tem. We haven’t found it neces- 
sary, and the openings are covere'!l 
with metal, but if we ever need 
them for air vents they are there, 
and we won’t have to tear up the 
loft floors.” 

Poured on top of the Corruform 
were 3-inch slabs of concrete, rein- 
forced with iron mesh, in which 
were installed the metal electrica! 
conduits leading to the light fix- 
tures between stalls. From the cen-

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ter of the loft floors, it is 10 feet to 
the bottom edge of the 2x8 ridge 
piece of the hip roof. 

At 12-foot intervals along the 
outer edges of the loft floors, 4-by- 
4-inch wooden uprights, 4 feet-4 
inches tall, support roof plates, 
which in turn support the rafters 
over the central portion of the 
barn. All rafters are 2-by-6 spaced 
2 feet apart, and the 2-by-4 sheet- 
ing is spaced 18 inches apart on the 
center. 

Over the central hallway, there 
is a dormer in each side of the 
roof, allowing 12 feet of clearance, 
so that hay and bedding may be 
brought into the barns by truck 
and unloaded directly onto the 
lofts. 

Corrugated sheets of aluminum 
cover the roofs, and these are fast- 
ened to the sheeting by 1%4-inch 
aluminum nails, with neoprene 
washers that serve as seals when 
they are compressed. 

“Aluminum appealed particular- 
‘vy to me,” Bishop said. ““Because of 
its lasting qualities, we won’t have 


to replace it as we would a shingle 
roof, or paint it like we would have 
to if the roofs were galvanized 
iron. To avoid any complaints 
about glare, and to avoid a too new 
shiny appearance, the Reynolds 
Aluminum Supply Company speci- 
ally treated these sheets, which al- 
ready had a roughened, pebbly sur- 
face, with a baked finishing pro- 
cess that has proven most satis- 
factory as a means of lessening 
glare. We’ve never had any of it 
blow off, either, because those 
special 1%4-inch nails in the 2x4 
sheeting hold it down.” _ 
There is a water hydrant at each 
end of the barn. At one time 2 
others were in the central hall- 
ways, but they have been removed 
because they were constantly being 
broken off by feed trucks. One 
tack room at each end of the barn 
has a gas hot water heater, and the 
2 inside tack rooms have natural 


gas connections for the installation 
of heating stoves. 

There are a few other refine- 
ments: an iron ladder fixed to a 
beveled wall at the end of each of 
the stall blocks goes to the loft, 
metal hooks in the walls by each 
stall to fasten open the upper and 
lower sections of the stall doors, 
gravity latches bolted to the metal 
doors, and 2x6 boards bolted to the 
outside walls of the stalls for tack 
boxes, pitch forks, rakes, brooms, 
and empty feed tubs. 

The time-consuming labor for 
these small but important jobs is 
considerable, Bishop said. He esti- 
mated that a 32-stall barn like 
those at Keeneland would cost 
“a minimum of $30,000.” 


Because of the large capital out- 
lay in building a training barn, 
and because of the difference in 
the bearing qualities of materials, 
it is recommended that the services 
of an architect and/or a@ compe- 
tent contractor be secured before 
undertaking construction.

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A Little Less Than Perfect, Please 


The old Kentucky Association track in Lexington was 
first used in 1826, and it was still going, thank goodness, in 
1920. It provided the first Thoroughbred racing we ever saw. 
A social worker spotted us as soon as we were inside the gate 
and volunteered his help, for which we were grateful. “How 
much money you got. kid?” he asked. “Four dollars.” we 
said. blushing slightly at this bald-faced lie. It didn’t seem 
altogether safe to let a complete stranger know the full extent 
of our fortune. which was $5.95. 

“Well, son.” said the stranger. “we're going to run that 
$4 up to $100.” 

It was at this point, no doubt, that our abiding affection 
for a great sport was born. 

Under the guidance of this humanitarian. we cashed the 
first bet, put the full proceeds. minus breakage, on a horse 
in the next race, and cashed again. By that time we had 
dropped our distrust, and the social worker volunteered to 
handle the account for the remainder of the afternoon. 

“We'll put it all back on John S. Reardon.” he said, and 
walked over to the $5 window. John S. Reardon finished 
second, or third, or something. It was a good thing we hadn’t 
mentioned that other $1.95. 

It was a year or so later that we began to visit the track 
in the cold mornings of February and March. There was a 
little room, outside the turn from the stands side into the 
backstretch. where the trainers came to warm themselves and 
pass the time of day and spin yarns. There were Jack Baker. 
C. C. VanMeter, Grover Hughes, Cal Milam, Danny Stewart, 
Howard Oots, Dr. Frank Wehle, and others. 

In those days trainers did not talk as freely about their 
horses as they do now. If one stood by the tiny stove long 
enough. however. he had to learn something about racing. 
One of the things we learned was a respect for the old track 
itself. In the winter and early spring the racing surface was 
frequently a horrible mess, and there was nothing the super- 
intendent. Frank Keegan, could do about it. If a horse went 
on the track at all, he went into it up to the ankles, and his 
tracks remained deep in the mud until they were filled in by 
other horses pressing the mud from newer holes. 

No modern trainer would think of wintering at such a 
course, and few would consider racing over it in the condition 
it sometimes reached during the April rains. But the old track 
had one characteristic which gave it distinction. Between Bill 
Perkins’ barn at the foot of the backstretch and Danny 
Stewart's more elegant headquarters near the top of the 
home stretch there was a sharp rise, and the upper part of 
the final straight was a gentler downhill slope. By the way 
a horse went up and down that hill the old-timers measured 
his action and his courage. 

It has been many a year since an American Thoroughbred 
raced up a hill, unless he went to Europe. The engineers have

built to such fine specifications that no track is ever as bad 
as the old Kentucky Association track when it was “good.” 
Now they are beginning to think of a synthetic racing surface, 
spun out of a mill and laid on a base of cement and asphalt— 
a track that would never be muddy, slow. or just plain good. 
The ground would never break from under a horse. And the 
harrows, floats, tractors, and water-wagons all could be sold. 

It is an intriguing prospect. and such is the history of 
the American pursuit of perfection through technology that 
we may expect the synthetic track to become a reality. We 
already are prepared to welcome the change from change to 
uniformity—and from “he couldn’t get hold of the track” to 
“he didn’t run fast enough.” But we have some misgivings, 
not all of them born of nostalgia. 

A “plastic” track. however rubbery it may be. will not 
alter the processes of maturation in the race horse. Except at 
the point of impact. it will not lessen the stress on immature 
bones. tendons. ligaments. and muscles. On the contrary, it 
may be that. if horses can run over it more confidently and 
more swiftly. the stress at some of the most vulnerable points 
will be increased. We may fly from the hairline fractures of 
today to evils that we know not of. 

American racing has long since abandoned most of the 
diversity required for holding public interest and for testing 
the full range of racing ability in the Thoroughbred. All but 
a few races for 3-year-olds and upward are in the narrow 
range from 6 to 9 furlongs. There is so little reward for the 
horse whose best ability becomes manifest at more than a 
mile and a quarter that the breeder, owner, and trainer prefer 
to gamble the soundness of adolescent 2-year-olds against the 
chance of sudden riches. The public sees the same show day 
after day—or loses interest and fails to see it. The tracks are 
nearly the same already. It is most unlikely that the public 
would take greater interest in racing if the tracks all became 
exactly the same. 

The one attempt toward variety and showmanship in 
recent years has been turf racing. If we build a perfect racing 
surface on the main track, do we continue with an imperfect 
grass course? Or do we create plastic turf? (It would be a 
more profitable production: most of us would like to own an 
all-weather. weedless lawn.) Or do we simply have a green 
cushion for the main track and have “turf” racing all the 
time? 

When the tracks become identical, the breed of race 
horses must tend toward uniformity. In the process. valuable 
genetic elements will be lost, and we are likely to become more 
dependent than ever upon foreign sources to replace the neces- 
sary hereditary elements discarded by our single-standard 
methods of testing on the race course. 

If our racing associations are going to build synthetic 
tracks. they might at least put the hill back in some of them.
